When the time of the 15 year review comes if he doesn’t have five years 
of qualifying service he is put out of the System. In other words, if he 
had only 11 years, you wouldn’t be raising the question. 

However, if he had been put with 
this Group C here, I would not have put my question. 

MR. FISHER: As a matter of fact I think he more 

truly belongs with group C,

In any event, we have a motion and approval. 
Then we have Group C, which is 20 individuals 
who have completed more than five years of Agency service and appear
